1 . Scope — Specifies material, dimensions for glass bottles for sugar standards. 

2. Material and Workmanship — The glass bottles for sugar standards shall be made from 
colourless, free from tinge transparent glass and have a smooth surface without cracks, pinholes, 
sharp edges or broken bubbles. They shall be free from blisters and stones, loading marks, cords and 
bubbles. They shall be well-annealed. 

3. Shape and Dimensions — Shape and dimensions of the glass bottles for sugar standard shall be 
as given in Fig. 1.

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4. Marking — The glass bottles for sugar standard shall be marked with the following particulars: 

a) Manufacturer's name or recognized trade-mark, and 

b) Code number.

5. Packing — As agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier. 

6. Sampling for Lot Acceptance — As agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier.
